'The-, telephone ^^J'Stem ;of the Victoria 
& Esquimalt Telephone Company, who 
will shortly move into their new head- 
(liiiirters in the liank of .Montreal build- 
ing, is undergoing a thorough uietinuDr- 
phosis, and in a few weeks a-*much im- 
proved system will be iu use— a Bystem 
wliich will liiake the service in this 
city the most modem in the i.Northwe.st. 
IMr. iFi. A\ . LMcLea, engineer of tho Bell 
telephone Coinpiiiiy iu Montreal, is now 
hard at work erecting the new switch- 
buarils and insl ailing nil the appliances 
lor the new s.vstem at the Jtank of 
-M'mtreal building, and by the com- 
mencement Of I'-ebrimry it is expected 
that the work will be about complete, 
f hen the subscrilier will in, longer have 
, ring to call ••ceutr.-ii," for the act of 
httmg down the receiver will nolifv cen- 
tnil of the call, and no longer the "sweet 
voices at the top of the high building 
will cut in to say, ••Did you get them'' " 
and other little pleasantries. It ^vill not 
he necessary, for with the iiiiinnvrd -^vs-

Coiiduils have been hiii! below the 
block itaviMi; „]■ Bastion street, all in 
leaihness liu' llie removal of the tele- 
phoiK- olllci.s, mid llie stair at wi>rk. un- 
der the siip,.rvision of the c.vpi.rt from 
LUontreal, are now preparing for ihe 
change.

Here, in the liaseuieiit, the dynamos and 
batteras are also installed, for the com- 
pany will geiiL-rale its o\vn power. All 
the wires entering liere are jirotected 
ti'oiii liglitiiim; and from outside in- 
tluences and •'sneak" currenis, by a 
sneak <'lirreiit arrester, which ciiis olT 
the switch boards from outside cur- 
rents. I'lvery pou'cr le;it|iiig from the 
slorag(> batteries to the switch hoards is 
protected, aud in tho fu.so rack, which 
IS also in tho hasenient. an arraii'e- 
ment is made>so that when anv fuse 
blows out— as fuses will do— it ri'n'.'s an 
alarm at the switeli board and also lights 
a pilot lamp, which allows the operator 
to adjust tho trouble without the neces- 
snr.v .searcli under the oIJ system', 

I''rom the basement the cables arc 
carriiMl up tliroiigh cliiices. well ju-o- 
fected from moisture, etc., into the rooms 
at the top or llie building, where they 
are iiassed ,,a over griilirnn-like racks 
to the intermediary ilisi ribuling frame, 
and the rel.'iy racks, and tlieiice the 
cables, with tlieir multitiuliiious wires, 
are carried along to the lialf-circular 
switch board, where the "liello girls" 
will have their chairs facing the board, 
with the desk of the luiuiager in the 
centre of the fI'>or. 

|\^'llell the connections are completed 
—it is e.\pected that the work wiil he 
ciiiniileie at the hegiuuiug of iFehruary—

I in the new liuildinjj by Air. ilc- 
J^ea the nii>st improved service in this 
part of the country. The wires are all 
amply insulated, and iu every way the 
most modern telephonic arr'angemeuls 
prevail. .At present each suliscriber has 
but two wires leaching central, whereas 
under the new .service there are four. 

'When the coinpaiiy commence to move 
hi a few weel;s. the'iiianagers state that 
it will be necessary to cut out some of
